According to County Agent, 
Kirby Clayton, a number of 
questions have risen concerning 
the application of the State 
Sales Tax (2s * to agricultural 
production goods.

Rules on some of 
these specific materials have 
not been made by the Comp­ 
troller’s office to date. 
However, according to Clay­ 
ton, it might be of interest to 
have a copy of the approved 
Ruling No. 13, entitled "Agri­ 
culture,

Seed, Plants, Fertilizer” bear­ 
ing the name of Robert S. Cal­ 
vert Comptroller of Public Ac­ 
counts. The text of this ruling 
follows:
